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Inveraray is a small town, which is not only the capital 
of a county, but the principal seat of the Duke of Argyll, 
whose ducal residence, built in 1877, stands overlooking the 
waters of Loch Fyne. On the shores is an ancient Iona 
cross, brought hither many centuries ago—an interesting 
monument in a good state of preservation. 
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
